First Ettdrt Succeeds and If District 
js’ Occupied Dardanelles Will Be 
at the Mercy of the Greek Fleet 
and Constantinople Wilt Falt— 
Peace Not Far Off Now;. Says the 
Prime Minister of Greece. 


LONDON, Feb. 6.—The Bulgarians | 
are devoting their chief-attention to 
the bombardinent of Adrianople and 
in an attempt to capture the Gallipoli 
Pennsula_ and so take the Turkish 
forts in the rear. An official despatch 
issucdt at Constantinople indicate that 
the Bulgarians have been successful 
in their first operations in the latter 
quarter, and, according to a Sofia 
omar ied the capture of Gallipoli is 
the chief object of the Bulgarian am- 
Kitions for the time being, and no 
altginpt will be made to force the 
Tchatalja lines. 

The sane despatch says that the 
Bulzarian attack in Gallipoli is sup- 
ported hy the Greek navy in the Gulf 
of Saros, Fifty thousand Bulgarians 
were landed along this coast Inst 
November, and it may be presumed 
that during the armistice this force 
was strengthened by artillery. 

Shout the Bulgarians capture the 
Turkish forts, there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Greck tleet from entering the 
Dardanel where, in the opinion of 
naval: oflicers, it could casily defeat 
the inferior Turkish flect, in which 
case Constantinople would be at the 
inerey of the allies. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
The Standard sends a strange story, 
Teporting that the remnant of. the 
Turkish army of Monastir, which has 
never been precisely accounted for, is

BULGARS VICTORIOUS. | 


Day's Fighting Results In Five Thou- 
sand Turks Kilted: 


LONDON, Feb: 7.—A Constantinople 
despatch to The Daily News says that 
heavy fighting has been going on for 
two days in Gallipoli, and that the 
Bulgarians have won all along the 
line. The Turks. on their own admni~ 
sion, have lost 5,000 men. 

The fighting began on Tuesday. 
The Bulgars advanced from Kadikeni 
towards Kayak, which the Turks ov 
eupied. The fight lasted until evening 
when the Turks retired to Bulair. An- 
other Bulgar force on the Marmora 
coast occupied Myriophyto, 

Jt is reported that the Bulgar< be 
fore leaving Rodosto burned all the 
military buildings. 

The grand vizier, Mahmoud Schef 
ket Pasha, in his recent visit to the 
front, is understood to have wet Gen 
Savoff, but nothing catue of the in- 
tervitw. 

The main body of the Turkish 
troops has retired behind the main 
line of defence at Gallipoli, accordinz 
to a despatch to The Daily Telegraph.

against the rebels, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the troops in large 
numbers are in # state of revolt which 
carried all before them yesterday, 
there was an appearance of genuine 
optimism at the palace among Madero 
snd his Ministers, . 

To all parts of the republic Madero 
telegraphed reassuring news which he 
and his Cabinet seemed to believe. 
Tho slate governors and military com- 
manders were assured of the loyalty 
of the army and that tranguility had 
been restored. 

The artwny rose in revolt in Mexico 
City yesterday, took possession of the 
public buildings, shot down Federal 
adhcrents in the streets, released Gen. 
Felix Diaz, the leader of the Vera 
Crux revolt {rom prison and falling 
into line, under his banner, practical- 
ly captured the Mexican capital, 

Francisca Madero, President of the 
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Law 


inet, took refuge in the National Pal- 
ace, where they were besieged, but, 
with some loyal troops at their back, 
succeeded in defending the palace 
from the assaults of the revolutionists. 

Madero’s family has taken refuge 
in the Japanese Jegation, and Jast 
night the President was making a 
fight, desperate in its efforts against 
what appears ta be enormous odds for 
retention of his power, 

Gen, Diaz, who is the nephew of 
the deposed President, Porfirio Diaz, 
is now at the head of a majority of 
the capital troops, including most of 
the artillery, and is im possession of 
the arsenal in the city and the power 
works nearby. 

Madero is relying on the loyalty of 
Gen. Blanquet. who has been sum- 

moned {ron Toluca, forty miles die 
‘tance, but Banquet has only a thou 
jeand nen under his command, and the 
rebels are contident of defeating him. 
thould he refuse to join in the move- 
ment of revolt. U 

The day was marked by four 
separate engagements, the most san- 
guinary Of which took place in front 
of the National Palace, but the most 
important was that which terminated 
in the formal surrender of the troops 
iu the artillery barracks. 

It is believed that not less than 200 

peraons were killed in the fighting. 
{Among the number was Gen. Bernardo 

Reyes, a strong adherent of Portirio 

Diaz and an ex-Secretary of War, 

The mutinous troops were Jed by 
(the students of the military school at 
j Tlaatpam, a suburb. They ainarchesd 
to the prison to which Gen, Felix Diaz 
thad been transferred for safekeeping. 
‘and released him. Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes was also freed from Santiago 
wilitary prison, there being no resist- 
anee in either quarter, 

To the army of the mutineers qui 
ly came portions of the first cavalr 
Twenty-Fourth cavalry, and Twentieth 
infantry. Gen. Manucl Mondragon, 
retired, was in command, but gave 
way th Generals Diaz and Reyes. 


















































Madera took command of a force ol 
approximately 1,000, consisting of 
mounted police, Chalpultepec cadets 
and a small detachment of volunteers. 
He appeared at the head of this for 
a mile from the National Palace, rid- 
ing a biz grey horse. By his ride 
rode Gen. Huerta, hero of the cam- 
paign against Orozco, and one of the 
army generals whom the public gen- 
erally had suspected of being disloyal. 

The revolt in its unexpectednes+, 
was such as to stupify the populace, 
the Jower clements apparen 
knowing for whom to cheer.

The attack on the National Palace 
found the Government not altogether 
unprepared. In the interim between 
the release of Gen. Diaz and Gen. 
Reygs from prison, Gustavo Madero, 
broflier of the President, and Gover- 
nof Garza of the federal district, 
learned of the plahs of the rebels. The 
finister of War and Gen. Villar made 
hasty prepurations to guard the 
ace against attack, Riding at the

Gen, Reyes appeared for the first 
Uine in iany months in the uniform 
of « gencral, but Diaz was clothed in 
the ordinary ue black suit and’ soft 
gray hat of a eitizen, 

Gen. Gregorio Kuis, a retired officer; 
lwo captains and three Jieutenants 
were executed in the patio of the 
National Palace. It ix reported that 
this wax by order of the Government, 
but another story ia that they were 
killed by sa detachment of their own 
men because they opposed joining the 
revolt. Added to this is the report 
that these mutinous troops were over- 
powered and disarmed. 

The red and white cross ambulances 
enrried. the wounded to provisional 
hospitals, where investigation showed 
there were almost as many victims 
among civilians as among the soldiers. 
Outside of-the fighting between the 
two opposing sides there was little dis- 
order, and last night the streets were 
patrolled by the rebel troops.

T. & N. O. Will Run a Branch to 
Abitibi River, 


TORONTO, Feb. &.—With the estab- 
lishment of ao large paper mill in 
Northern Ontario depending on s new 
line being added to the Timiskaming 
& Northern Ontario Railways system, 
the T. & N. O. have decided to con- 
struct an additional branch connect- 
ing the Abitibi River with the main 
line.. 
“The matter has been finally decid- 
ed and the construction of the new 
line is to commence carly this spring,” 
said Chairman Englehart yesterday.

New Zeal ind 
Brings’ Word “éf the Death of. the 
Five Men Who Reached the Pole on 
Jan. 18, 1912 — Scott's Records 
Found tn Tent’ Beside His" sa 
Terrible Privations. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—Capt. Robert FK 
Scott, the Antarctic explorer, and 
four of his companions have perished 
after a successful dash to the South 
«Pole, which they reached on Jan. 18, 
1912. 


The suspense of yesterday was end- 
ed with the receipt of authoritative 
messages from Christchurch, New Zea- 
land, yesterday afternoon, and the 
story of the death of the intrepid ex- 
plorers has cast a deep gloom over 
the whole scientific world. 

Early in the day word was received 
in London that the exploration ship 
alli Nova had reached civilization 
with the story of the death of the dar- 
ing scientist and an unknown num- 
ber of his comrades. As the day pass 
ed further despatches supplemented 
the story. The various news agencies 
following their custom in regard to 
poler stories have carefully copyright- 
ed their despatches, but the followin, 
authentic facts may be gleaned from 
the mass of rumor and conjecture. 

The British explorer with four men, 
Dr. E. A. Wilson, chief of the scienti- 
fic staff; Lieut. H. R. Bowers, of the 
Royal Indian Marine;Capt. 1. E. G. 
Oates, of the Gth Enniskillen Dra- 
goons, and Seaman Edgar Eyans, pel- 
ty officer, reached the pole bh Jan. 18, 
1912, found Amundsen’s tent and re- 
cords, and, after taking observations, 
began their re turn journey. On Feb. 
WW. when the party reached Heard. 
inore Glacicr, Seaman Evans died 
from expesure and concussion of the 
drain. Capt. Oates died from expos. 
ure on March 7. Twelve days later, 
when the three remaining men, Capt. 
Scott, Dr. Wilson and Licut. Bowers, 
were about 150 miles from the main 
winter camp, where tl 
been safe, they were overcome by ex- 
posure in a blizzard and perished. 

In the meantime these who were left 
at the depot at Cape Evans, that 
formed a link with the outer world, 
were having a hard time.

Kitchen of the Matabanick | Hote! 
‘Retults in the Death of Two Guests 
and Caretaker—Loss to Buildings 
Is Estimated at About a Hundre 
Thousand Dollars. ets

ELK LAKE, Ont., Feb...17.—The 
search among the ruins of the Mate- 
banick Hotel for the bodies of the two 
men who ‘fost their lives in the fire 
on Saturday morning, revealed a grue- 
some sight and the fact that another 


man-went to his death when the 
floors of the building crashed in. He 
was William Wilkinson, a caretaker, 
who for a number of years. had been 
prospecting in the vicinity. The other 
victims were Edward O'Keefe and 
Robert Stovey. Two other guests at 
the hotel, Joseph Letcher of Gowgan- 
da and Edward McClellan of Elk 
Lake, were badly burned about the 
head, arms and segs in making their 
escape. McClellan's. feet also were 
frozen and his condition is critical. 
Robert Stovey had evidently been 
suffocated as he slept, as his body was 
found lying inthe middle of the bed ! 
in the cellar, Edward O'Keefe, the 
prospector, was burned beyond recox- 
nition. All that was left of his char- 
ted remains was gathered on a fire 
shovel. His body was fearfully 
burned. t 

The fire started at three o'clock in 
the morning in the kitchen of the 
Matabaniek Hotel, and spread with 
great rapidity before it was discovered. 
Fanned by a high wind {he flames 
threatened to lick up everything built 
of wood. The hotel was burned to the 
ground and the flames swept to the 
Hudson Bay Co.'s store, J. R. Booth’s 
office building, and the other build- 
ings. 

The loss’ will reach’ $100,000, ex- 
clusive of merchandise stocks carried 
which will run into much .money. 
There was only $40,000 insurance 
placed in the town, and $10,000 of 
this was on the hotel, 

The fire at Pik Lake City is a seri- 
ous setbsck, {following right on the 
heels of the preat impetus the town 
and district received through the 
completion. and opening to traftic of 
the T. & N. ©. Railway. The best 
part of the business section is wiped 
out. . 

The T. & N. O. Railway station was 
situated a quarter of a mile away 
from the scene of the contlarration, 
and was not touched by the flames. 
The principal hotel, the King George, 
is safe, being separated from the blaze 
by a street one hundred feet wide.

CANCER FROM COCKROACHES, 


Parasite Eggs of Vermin Cause Dis- 
ease In Rats, 


BERLIN, Feb. 17.—The results of 
experiments to find the origin of can- 
cer are published by Prof. Johannes 
Fibiger, director of the Pathological 
Institute at Copenhagen, in The Clini- 
cal Weekly. These show cancerous 
growths in the esophagus and stom- 
achs of ‘rodents, due tothe presence of 
worms in the alimentary tract, an in- 
determinate number of which are from 
the common kitchen cockroach. Prof. 
Fibiger succeeded in producing cancer 
by feeding the parasites eggs of cock- 
roaches to rats. 

The experiments are considered as 
being of great interest to seekers for a 
cure for cancer, as they form the first 
experimental production of the dis- 
ease. 








Object to “I iliteracy Test.” 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Prolests 
from Canadian sources have been re- 
ceived against the “illiteracy test” 
features of the immigration bill, ve- 
toed by President Taft Saturday. Can- 
adisn railroad officials claim it would 
hamper traffic across:the Canadian 
border, and that its administration 
would bring sbout much inconven- 
ience to travelers.

Marine and Fisheries thought that much good could be accamplished 
and with this end in view he has appointed a very strong board of men 
representative of both the producers’ or fishermen and the canners or 
Curers and fish merchants. ‘The board is composed of thirteen members 
and will act in conjunction with certain officials of the Marine and Fish- | 
eries Department. - 

*» The province of Nova Scotia has been given three representatives, 
ane to represent the banking vessels, one the inshore fishermen, and one 
ithe fish merchants and canners. This large number is given to Nova 
Scotia ‘on account of the diversity of conditions and the great value of

On an order of the House, showing 
.whether the Premier, or any one in 
his behalf, had received s telegram 
irom a man named Rowlandson of 
Elk Lake with reference to the build- 
ing of the branch, and if a reply had 
been sent, Sir James made ap state- 
ment yesterday. 

The Premier said that on Dec. 3, 
1911, he received the following .tele- 
gram ;from- John Rowlandson, Elk 
Lake: “In eg oi to oe Ninety 

r report of Chairman Englehart, 
that railway should be built to Elk 
Lake, can you confirm this on behalf 
of the Government. A number of re- 
sidents are skeptical of report and 
your confirmation would be accepted 
as final.” 3 - 

The Premier replied on receiving 
the wire: ‘fphave not seen the state- 
ment, but itsis true that the Govern- 
ment has detided to build: branch line 
to Elk Lake? 

“The situation was and\is now: On 
the 9th day of December, 11911, about 
nine o'clock, I received ‘a telegram 
from this man, in my home. In the 
House Jast seasion » certain return 
was moved for, for correspondence re- 
lating to the extension of the Etk Lake 

It never occurred to tne that 
the correspondence mentioned had in- 
| tended to be included in this return, 
thad anything to do with a telegram 
| like this. Evidently thet was the view 
‘taken by some honorable gentlemen 
| opposite. 
“After my attention was drawn to 
lit by veiled allusions, I remembered 
{ sceing this telegram and got it from 
the drawer in my desk, at-my house, 
and had it here for weeks waiting and 
expecting every day that some honor- 
able gentleman would either move for 
it, or ask a ghestion about it.

were a Jot of ‘¥wiled ‘allasions, when I 
noticed that, no doubt uninientionally, 
allegations were made astm what was 
in the telegram, 1 thought 1 would 
just let the matter go. The dhonorable 
gentlemen took theit course-early thin 
session and asked questions relative 
to this telegram. I soggested that a 
return should be asked for in order 
that the rules of the House should be 
| complied with, 
' Before reading the telegram and the 
trepiy he sent, the Premier anid: "If 
the bunorable gentlemen had asked 
fur it before by means of an order, 
they would not have avoided getting 
it."

RELEASED 
MINISTER OF LABOR ACTS 


The Minister of Labor, the Hon. W. T. Crothers, hax shown by the 
efforts which he has put forth on behalf of the three men who were re- 
cently convicted of offences in North Bay under the Industrial Disputes 
Act, that he has the welfare of all classes of the laboring community 
st heart. The men were sentenced at North Bay in connection with 

*the miners’ strike. They had been unable to pay their fines and in de- 


fault had been sent to prison for three months. 


The Minister on his own initiative investigated the circumstances 
under which the men had been imprisoned, and at his instance they are 


now free on tickets of Jeave. The Minister went into the cases and 


learned the following facts which, he felt, justified him in that action 


which he afterwards pursued. 


Some months ago, in the Porcupine district, the miners at five 
mines joined ‘in an application for a Board of Conciliation under the In- 
dustrial Disputes Act, which*was granted. An award was made which 
the applicants refused to observe and went on strike, as they had a right 
to do. A little Inter the miners at the Hollinger Mine, who had not 
joined in the application or made any other, and therefore were prohib- 
‘ited from striking, notwithstanding, went on strike, and some 200 of 
them were summoned to appear before Magistrate Torrance, charged 
with offences under the Act. ‘Two of them were convicted for inciting 


others to strike and were fined S500 each or in default of payment to 


three months’ imprisonment, and ong man was convicted of going on 


strike and was fined $50 of three months. 


An appeal from all these 


convictions was entered. Unable to pay the fine or to get bail these 
three men on the 2yth of January were confined in the jail at North 


Bay. 


The Minister of Labor then felt that he should come to the relict 
of the men as the circumstances of the case were a little unusual with 
the result that tickets of leave were issued for the three men and the 


Sheriff of North Bay released them.

granted should be forbidden to marry 
again under. penalty. of prosecution 
fot bigamy: 
In support of the bill he declared it 
was a danger to society to allow 
those adjudged guilty of criminal of- 
fence ta marry aes. He condemned 
divorce as an evil, and said it was a 
growing cril. He would go further 
than the bill and would send to jail 
the guilty party to a divorce. 

Senator Kirchhoffer reviewed the 

history of similar billa in the British 
Parliament, and stated that they had 

all been rejected there. 

Senator Power said that as the 
church to which he and Senator Clor- 
an belonged did not recognized di- 
vorcee, therefore the members of the 
church suffered na inconvenience or 
hardship through divorces. Such 
bill as this had better have been in- 
troduced by a Senator who belonged to 
a church which did not take the same 
view of divorce. It did not seem 
possible for one Parliament to bind a 
future Parliament, as would be the 
case if Senator Cloran‘s bill passed. 
His purpose might be accomplished 
by a change in the Senate’s rules. 
He favored this. 

Senator Douglas favored legislation 
which would make it difticult for men 
to go wrong, but he thought the bill 
would prove ineffective. 

Senator Dandurand liked Senator 
Power's suggestion that the divorce 
committee be allowed in each case to 
decide as to remarriage. 

Hon. Mr. Lougheed said the bill, by 
imposing an impediment to remar- 
Flage, seemed to infringe upon the 
statutory authority of the provinces 
over divorce-so recently decided by the 
Privy Council. In view of the legal 
complications involved in this bill he 
thought it would be unwise for the 
Senate to pass this bill.

INDUSTRY MENACED. 
High Cost of Cordage Is Hurting 
Eastern Fishermen. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 22.—“A crisis con- 
fronts the lobster fishermen of the 
Maritime Provinces,” said Senator 
Dennis of Halifax in the Upper House 
yesterday in moving for the produc- 
tion of papers relating to the recent 
inercases in prices of Manila cordage. 

This crisis, he said, was due to the 


which are raw material of the fisher- 
men and essential to their operations. 
If the price of flour-suddenly yeoyed 
from six to twelve dollars a barrel it 
would be a great‘hardship and appre- 
ciated: as such.:* But that hardship 
would be Jeas than the. lobster tisher- 
man of the Maritinjge Provinces is now 
suffering Irom through a “startling 
increase in the price of cordage by 
the great mergers which now appear to 
control the Canadian: as well as the 
United States cordage products.” 

That a great industry and a con- 
sidefable population is aficcted is 
shown by the fact that forty-three 
thousand seven hundred men are cm- 
ployed in this industry, and these 
figures de not include vessel fisher- 
men who engaged in lobstering al cer- 
tain periods of the year. 

Senator Dennis said that Canadian 
fishermen apparently were in the grip 
of the cordage contbine, and the di 
aster'of storms which destroyed their 
gear in December last added to the 
dismay of the fishermen. He thought 
some action should be taken to “as. 
certuigs to what extent the cost of pro 
duction is increased by the unjust ex- 
actions of the cordage cumbine.” The 
leading branch of the Atlantic fisher- 
ies, in addition to ita dangers and 
losses. is heavily burdened hy an evi- 
dent conspiracy te contro’ the prices 
and swell the dividends. No combine 
should be permitted to crush the life 
out «ot an industry “which is trying te 
hold ite own.” concluded Senator 
Dennis.

EMPRESS DEAD. 





China’s Deposed Dowager Dies After 
Briet Hineas. 


PEKING, Feb, 22—-Ye Ho Na La, 
Empress Dowager of China, died at 
2.90 o'clock yesterday morning. She 
Was the widew of Emperor Kwang 5u, 
who died Nov. 13, 1908. 

The Empress had been ill only a 
few days. The actual cause of ber 
death is unknown, but it is said the 
symptoms of her ailment resembled 
appendicitis. She was attended only 
by a Chinese doctor, 

The former omperial family was 
ebout tu remove to the inner portion 
of the Forbidden City, in order to 
make room for the Government in 
the eastern portion. 

Ye Ho Na La was a daughter of 
Kwi-Siang, a Manchu general. She 
tuatricd Einperor Kwang Su in 1839. 
She was 49 years old,-and the niece of 
the late Empress Dowager Tsu Hai. 

With the deaths of her husband 
and the Dowazer Empress Tsu Hai 
within two day» of each other in 190s, 
Ye Ho Na La became Dowager Em- 
press. With the accession of the baby 
Emperor Pu Yi, a son of Prince Chun, 
and the commencement of the reform 
movement, which resulted finally in 
China becoming a republic, Ye Ho Na 
La never had the sway in government 
that tell to the lot of her predecessors, 

Ye Ho Na La abdicted Feb. 12 of 
lust year, with the Emperor Pu Yi 
and the other members of the Manchu 
dynasty,

SPORTING DIGTIONARY 


Great Need of French Athletes is 
Common Tongue 


The president of the French Acade- 
mie des Sports, Hebrard de Ville-j 
neuve, is the initiator of the idea of 
‘compiling a French dictlonary of 
sporting terms, of- which he declares 








! the sporting world to be in great need. 


Much confusion, he says, Is created 
; by the present non-recognition by the 
! institute of even the moat commonly 
used sporting terms. For instance 
with regard to fencing, a sport most; 
essentially French, there are many 
expressions, such as “un contre.” 
“un redoublement,” “un llement,” 
“une \opposition,” “un -battement,” 
which do not even appear in Larousse. 
Many other sporting expressions and 
terms are not defined in any existing 
French dictionary, with the result that 
considesable confusion is created by 
thelr frequent misuse, most of them 
having been adopted through neces- 
sity without belng propesly under- 
Btood. 

The.immense increase of the nation- 
al interest in sport and athitica gives 
an importance to this question which 
lias never hitherto possessed in 
France. Hebrard de Villeneuve pro- 
poses that the members of the Acade- 
mie des Sports should divide them- 
selves into 10 subcommittees, each 
Healing with a specific branch of sport. 
By this means it will be possible to 
attain some accuracy ard to give soma 
authoritative meaning to the various 
terms now. in-use.
